Hear* Explosion 


Lang stated that he li*d been 


awakened by an explosion, and the 
sound 
of shattered glass, about 2 


o'clock this morning. 
Looking out. 


he saw a small light in the lower 
part of the Pagley house. He called 
Fred Koch and together they kicked 
In the back door of the house. There 
was a fire In the stairway. Police 
and firemen were called. Lang and 
Koch then got « garden hose with 
which they extinguished the flrv. 


By that time a fire truck and the 


police had arrived. 
They found th» 


windows of the house blown out. 
and the walls of two upstairs room*, 
hallway and dining room badly 
charred by an explosion. 
In tht 


front room, which was not much 
damaged, except at a doorway lead- 
Ing from the dining room, the body 
of a man was found. 
The body wa* 


slumped over on the end of a sofa, 
which was not burned.

LAWS AND CRIME 


A New York magistrate says that the gravity ot (he crime situation 


Is due to (wo things. The first Is that our laws relating to the trial of 
criminals were formulated in remote clays when innocence was In constant, 
danger from tyranny of the great and powerful, and now sera as a pro 
tertion for the guilty by putting many and often insuperable difficul- 
ties in the way ot the prosecuting officials. 


The second reason given by this judge for the disturbing prevalence 


of crime is frequent failure of juries to convict, even when the evidence 
warrants nnd demands a verdict of guilty. This trend in the jury box 
If it Amounts to that, he attributes to the same disregard for law that is 
responsible for the "crime wave." 


These are phrases of the crime situation if they are not contribut- 


ing facto;-.-;. 
Many reasonable head* will question the statement that 


men and women commit crimes because of an inherent "disregard for 
law" or in the hope of beating the law. The criminal's chanct of escape is 
smaller today than ever In the past, and yet one hears it said crime was 
never more prevalent. The threat of arrest and punishment has always 
existed, but so has crime. 


Suppose there are some laws which afford the criminal undue pro- 


tection. 
Would the public voluntarily surrender them? 
Knowing that 


the idea of changing these laws is blasphemy to many judges and lawyers 
one would answer that the law-abiding ivill cling to these statutory and 
constitutional protections as jealously as will the criminal. It is not Im- 
possible in this civilized age for the life or liberty of innocent people to be 
placed in jeopardy. Better that two guilty men be at large than that one 
innocent person be behind cold gray walls. 


THE AGE OF PICTURES 


The relentless and daring manner in which a reporter is supposed 


to follow out hi* assignment has been the subject of story, song, play and 
movie. The characterization is often as much of a surprise to the flesh 
and blood newspaper man as it is to ths public. In fiction and on the 
stage his powers of deduction, his bravery and his effrontery are aston- 
ishing, whereas if the truth be known lie is very often a prosaic enough 
individual bent on doing his duty and making a living, just like his neigh- 
box*. 


Journalism in recent years has produced a parallel type, without 


a Boswell as yet—the news photographer. The demand from newspaper 
editors and readers for pictures has made him a most important agency 
of the Fourth Estate. He goes where the reporter does and very often 
where the latter does not. for the camera can ofter get a story that the 
printed word cannot tell. 


The policy of tabloid newspapers under which pictures predominate 


over printed news has inspired the observation that the niasses can no 
longer understand the written word and must be given their news in 
pictui-es. This is good vaudeville humor but diverts attention from the 
real purpose of newspaper photographs. 


The picture is to augment, not to supplant, the printed story. It 


emphasizes the reporter's story ar.id gives a more graphic presentation of 
the news 
Wider use of picture,1; increases the scope of the newspaper 


besides enabling it to better ser, e its readers. 
Perfection of the radio 


photograph was one of the greatest boons to journalism.

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LIFE MORE HAZARDOUS 
R 
EADERS of newspapers must certainly have been impressed 
by the unusually large number of catastrophes resulting in 
much loss of life which have occupied front page space during 
the last year. 
It may be imaginary— great events are soon for­ 
gotten— but it seems to many that the last 12 months have wit­ 
nessed more than a normal year’s share of disasters. 
booking back over the months the average citizen can re­ 
call upwards of a dozen disastrous wind storms and floods, a 
horrifying number of mine disasters, much loss ot life in wrecks 
on sea and railroad, considerable havoc by tire, earthquakes and 
many other calamities. 
Every day seems to have brought its 
own disaster. 
If there has been more loss of life and property through 
abnormal atmospheric conditions in the past twelve months than 
in the average year that is readily explained by the variable cli­ 
matic conditions and as for the other disasters the natural ad­ 
vance of civilization may account for them. 
There are more 
people, more mines, more trains, more ships and therefore more 
possibility of accident and more potential victims of accident. 
But while life has been in greater hazard and more uncer­ 
tain during the past year than in the normal year there has been 
no panic among mankind nor any frantic struggle to prevent the 
inevitable. 
The government and the individual have gone about 
their affairs as serenely and deliberately as in the most unevent­ 
ful years of the past. 
For this there is only one explanation. 
Hope and confidence in life. 
Although death is always around 
the corner man is ever oblivious to it. When disaster wipes out a 
town it never occurs to the natives of a town ten miles away that 
it might have been their own town. 


LAWS AND CRIME 
A New York magistrate says that the gravity of (he crime situation 
is due to two things. The first is that our laws relating to the trial of 
criminals were formulated in remote days when innocence was in constant 
danger from tyranny of the great and powerful, and now serve as a pro­ 
tection for the guilty by putting many and often insuperable difficul­ 
ties in the way of the prosecuting officials. 
The second reason given by this judge for the disturbing prevalence 
of crime is frequent failure of juries to convict, even when the evidence 
warrants and demands a verdict of guilty. This trend in the jury box. 
if it amounts to that, he attributes to the same disregard for law that is 
responsible for the "crime wave.” 
These are phrases of the crime situation if they are not contribut­ 
ing factors. 
Many reasonable heads will question the statement that 
men and women commit crimes because of an inherent "disregard for 
law ” or in the hope of beating the law. The criminal’s chance of escape is 
smaller today than ever in the past, and yet one hears it said crime was 
never more prevalent. The threat of arrest and punishment has always 
existed, but so has crime. 
Suppose there are some laws which afford the criminal undue pro­ 
tection. 
Would the public voluntarily surrender them? 
Knowing that 
the idea of changing these laws is blasphemy to many judges and lawyers 
one would answer that the law-abiding will cling to-these statutory and 
constitutional protections as jealously as will the criminal. It is not im 
possible in this civilized age for the life or liberty of innocent people to be 
placed in jeopardy. Better that two guilty men be at large than that one 
innocent person be behind cold gray walls.

THE AGE OF PICTURES 
The relentless and daring manner in which a reporter is supposed 
to follow out his assignment has been the subject of story, song, play and 
movie. The characterization is often as much of a surprise to the flesh 
and blood newspaper man as it is to the public. In fiction and on the 
stage his powers of deduction, his bravery and his effrontery are aston­ 
ishing, whereas if the truth be known he is very often a prosaic enough 
individual bent on doing his duty and making a living, just like his neigh­ 
bors. 
Journalism in recent years has produced a parallel type, without 
a Boswell as yet—the news photographer. The demand from newspaper 
editors and readers for pictures has made him a most important agency 
of the Fourth Estate. He goes where the reporter does and very often 
where the latter does not, for the camera can ofter get a story that the 
printed word cannot tell. 
The policy of tabloid newspapers under which pictures predominate 
over printed news has inspired the observation that the fhasses can no 
longer understand the written word and must be given their news in 
pictures. This is good vaudeville humor but diverts attention from the 
real purpose of newspaper photographs. 
The picture is to augment, not to supplant, the printed story. 
It 
emphasizes the reporter s story and gives a more graphic presentation of 
the news. 
Wider use of pictures increases the scope of the newspaper 
besides enabling it to better serve its readers. 
Perfection of the radio 
photograph was one of the greatest boons to journalism.

Weather during July was very 
favorable for com and the outlook 
for a good crop this year has been 
very pr<Mnising. according to the 
report issu ^ today by the Federal- 
State Crop Reporting Service.

Wheat is turning out even 
better than last year’s record yield. 
W eather conditions during July 
were quite generally very favorable 
for plant growth, but local storms 
beat down the ripening crops and 
frequent rains interrupted the har­ 
vesting of hay and grains and oc­ 
casioned considerable reduction in 
both yield.s and quality. 
However, 
over large areas the supply of mois­ 
ture in the soil seems fairly well 
exhausted, and soaking rains will 
be needed to bring the late crops to 
maturity with satisfactory jields.

Estimates of the 1931 apple crop 
have greatly increased 
over 
early 
season reports. It is inferred that 
the apple crop will be much larger 
this year than last, and 
anil 
ap­ 
proach the size of the 1926 crop. 
With the prospect of such a crop 
difficulty is to be expected in dis­ 
posing of the 
large 
yield. Many 
orchards are carrying as many im ­ 
mature apples as in the spring. 
In 
such orchards no steps have been 
taken to guard against picking 
a 
large number of undersized and in­ 
ferior fruits. 
The thinning of ap­ 
ples and even peaches at this time 
may be questionable, but with sev­ 
eral months of 
growing 
weather 
size and color of both fruits can be 
greatly improved. 
In thinning apples of early vari­ 
eties, two pickings at even weekly 
intervals permit the fruit remaining 
at the second picking to equal that 
of the first in size. If thinning is 
done on peaches now, a higher per­ 
centage of United States 
No. 
1 
grade will result before harvest. 
It will be found much more sat­ 
isfactory to thin than to permit an 
excessive number of apples to re­ 
main on the trees. 
Thin apples to 
6 or 8 inches apart and peaches to 
4 to 6 inches. 
In many sections 
growers feel that these distances are 
inadequate for present industrial 
conditions and are thinning to a 
minimum of eight inches for peach­ 
es and ten inches for apples.

letin issued by the American Tele­

Company. 
British authorities have anticipated 
the time when all rural communi­ 
ties will be “only as far away as the 
nearest telephone” and view the in­ 
stallation of the rural exchanges 
with gratification. 
Communities with small popula­ 
tions, where there are from eight 
to forty subscribers have been added 
to the network. 
More than 300 of 
these towns have been installed in 
the past two years. 
Many possess 
no railroad stations and their names 
are known only locally. 
Twenty-five years ago, rural tele­ 
phone development was only be­ 
ginning in Great Britain, and was 
confined 
to 
such places as were 
within a comparatively short dis­ 
tance of the larger towns. 
Well 
known market towns and important 
villages, 
situated 
some 
distance 
away 
from 
manufacturing towns 
and seaside resorts, had no tele­ 
phone exchanges at all, the bulletin 
states.

THIN FRUIT CROP FOR SIZE 


AND QUALITY 


Estimates of the 1931 apple crop 


have greatly increased 
over earlv 


season reports. It is inferred that 
the apple crop will be much larger 
this year than last, and will ap- 
proach the sl«e of the 1926 crop. 


With the prospect of such a crop 


difficulty I* to be expected in dis- 
posing of the 
large yiold. Many 


orchards are canylng at! many Im- 
mature apples as in the spring. In 
such orchards no steps have been 
taken to guard against, picking a 
large number of undersized and in- 
ferior fruits. The thinning of ap- 
ples and even peaches at this time 
may be questionable, but with sev- 
eral months of growing weather 
size and color of both fruits can be 
greatly Improved. 


In thinning apples of early vari- 


eties, two pickings at even weekly 
intervals permit the fruit remaining 
at the second picking to equal that 
of the first in size. If thinning is 
done on peaches now, a highe:- per- 
centage of United States No. 1 
grade will result before harvest. 


It will be found much more sat- 


isfactory to thin than to permit an 
excessive- number of apples to re- 
main on the trees. Thin apples to 
6 or 8 Inches apart and peaches to 
4 to 6 inches. In many sections 
growers feel that these distances are 
inadequate for present industrial 
conditions and are thinning to a 
minimum of eight inches for peach- 
es and ten inches for apptai.

He said a slight 
depression in the frontal section of 
the skull, found prior to completion 
of the autopsy, led him to believi 
Dreger had died from a skull frac­ 
ture.

Dreger had been absent without 
leave from troop formations since 
Monday, according to Captain Jere­ 
miah P. Neill Jr., commander of the 
troop. 
Cavalrymen of

104th regiments, saddened by the 
death of their fellow trooper, went 
about routine training today. Sabre 
and pitsol practice claimed atten­ 
tion of part of the squadrons of 
both regiments, while other squad­ 
rons tackled problems of defense 
against infantry and machine gun 
fire and offensive tactics for mount­ 
ed troops.

the meeting of the School Board 
last evening by J. Herbert Mcll- 
venny, who declared that 
in 
his 
opinion 
the 
substitute 
teachers 
should be dropped if they did not 
measure up to standards including 
a year’s teaching in the city. 
The director voiced his opinion af­ 
ter hearing the partial report of a 
special committee which had been 
appointed at the last meeting to 
make a study ofShe methods used 
by the school system here to employ 
teachers. 
The committee’s 
partial 
report, 
made by Mrs. J. E. Elliott did not 
recommend a change in the plan 
in present use, which is to 
place 
substitute teachers who do work 
satisfactorily when there is a va­ 
cancy that is best suitable for the 
individual instructor. 
Mcllvenny deplored the practice 
of employing the substitutes for & 
considerable length of time, some­ 
times as long as two years, he said, 
while newcomers in the city often 
get jobs ahead of the “subs.” 
“I contend that the system we 
have is not good,” Mcllvenny said. 
“If you have some teachers doing 
substitute work for a whole year 
and then let someone step in right 
away, it is not fair.” 
Superintendent of Schools Green 
in answer to the Board, declared 
that there had been much com­ 
ment in the past about the employ­ 
ment of substitutes for one or two 
years and then giving her a position. 
“We try out substitutes in differ­ 
ent jobs. I don’t want to brand 
some of them failures if we cannot 
place them right away. It doesn’t 
follow that because we have a va­ 
cancy that the substitute is qualified 
for that position. The superinten­ 
dent pointed out that it has been 
the practice 
to 
place 
substitutes 
where they would be able to fit for 
the best of the children.

make a study oPtbe methods used 
by the school system here to employ 
teachers. 
The committee's partial report, 


made by Mrs. J. E. Elliott did not 
recommend a change in the plan 
in present use, which is to place 
substitute teachers who do work 
satisfactorily when there Is a va- 
cancy that is best suitable for the 
individual instructor. 


Mcllvenny deplored the practice 


of employing the substitutes for 
considerable length of time, some- 
times as long as two years, he said 
while newcomers in the city often 
get jobs ahead of the "subs." 


"I contend that the system we 


have Is not good," Mcllvenny said 
If you have some teachers doing 
substitute work for a whole year 
and then let someone step in right 
away, it is not fair."

in answer to the Board, declared 
that there had been much com- 
ment in the past about the employ- 
ment of substitute* for one or two 
years and then giving her a position.

Check of the four penal institu­ 
tions under the direction of the de­ 
partment of welfare, Hanna said, 
shows that an average of about 800 
inmates are regularly employed in 
definite industrial pursuits. 
While this by no means approxi­ 
mates the total population of the in­ 
stitutions, the welfare head 
said, 
many of the inmates are employed 
at specialized work which does not 
qualify them for trades to which 
prison industries are confined, and 
others are employed at general 
labor.

The principles of fattening are 
just the opposite of those for the re­ 
ducing diet. The important thing is 
to eat more of everything, the pa­ 
tient being urged to force his appe­ 
tite just as the overweight is urged 
to curb his appetite. Both are hard 
to do. The thin person who is urg­ 
ed to force the appetite usually fears 
the extra food will not be digested. 
But this need not be a source of 
worry. 
Nature has wide powers of 
adjustment, and when it has to. 
the digestive system can do all the 
extra work required. 
A good way to make these people 
eat more is to change the whole sys­ 
tem of the household meals—do not 
give them anything they have been 
accustomed to. 
The most stimulating foods to nu­ 
trition are milk and eggs. They are 
the foods growing animals live on. 
Milk is usually easy to take even 
if the appetite Is fickle, because it is 
a liquid and can be gulped down 
quickly. It is a highly concentrat­ 
ed food, but the addition of extra 
cream greatly increases its nour­ 
ishing value. 
An egg nog with the 
yolk and white of the egg separated 
and beaten up and added to the 
milk-cream mixture with a little 
sherry wine (which doctors are al­ 
lowed to prescribe) is a combina­ 
tion which contains about 400 cal­ 
ories 
The diet should also include meat, 
fish, chicken, etc.. in liberal quanti­ 
ties. These articles also have a stim­ 
ulating effect on 
nutrition. 
Also 
cereals which have a high nutritive 
value. 
Fruits and vegetables must 
be 
included, 
especially 
potatoes. 
Bread with plenty .of butter—the 
bread or toast being more the med­ 
ium for plenty of butter than any­ 
thing else. Desserts, jams and jellies 
are allowed in liberal quantities. 
Just as the overweight patient has 
to exercise, the underweight has to 
rest. To lie down for an hour after 
each meals will do more to put on 
weight and strength than any other 
thing. If in the stress and strain of 
a workaday life an hour is too much, 
take as large a part of it for rest as 
you can. It is surprising how easy 
it is for anyone to arrange a half 
hour or fifteen minutes rest three 
or four times in the course of the 
day. By rest I mean lying down in 
full relaxation on a coach or bed or 
sofa. 
This plan is valuable also for the 
convelescent from a surgical opera­ 
tion or a prolonged illness of any 
kind. 
Lately the use of insulin has come 
in as a fattening agent. 
Insulin is 
the substance used in the treatment 
of diabetes and normally present sn 
the body except in diabetes 
Dr. 
Falta believes that obesity is due to 
an increase of the insulin secretion 
and that the combination of insulin 
and plenty of sugar and starch in 
the diet will put on weight. It should 
always be taken under a physician’s 
guidance.

W STEEL UPTURN 


и Iron Age** Believes September Will See Morer Orders 
For Pipes, Rails And Autonlobile Steel. 
Structural Steel Needed 


The Iron Age in its weekly sum- 
mary of the iron and steel trade 
tomorrow will say: 
The iron and steel industry pre­ 
sents a confused picture because of 
mixed tendencies in production and 
irregularities in the flow of specifi­ 
cations. Line pipe releases have in­ 
creased. demands on the mills for 
structural steel and reinforcing bars 
are holding up and railroad demand 
appears to have passed its low ebb. 
hut specifications for sheets and tin 
date are still tapering. 
Losses and gains, however, vir- 
uaily 
counterbalance, 
and 
total 
raw steel requirements remain sub­ 
stantially 
unchanged. 
Slight 
in­ 
creases in steel ingot output were 
made at Pittsburgh and Youngs- 
'own and declines were reported in 
the Wheeling district and at Cleve­ 
land. but the average for the coun­ 
try at large is estimated at 30 per 
vent, the same rate as a week ago. 
Whether or not steel production 
has actually reached its lowest point 
as now seems to be indicated, it is 
clear that several important market 
factors point to an upturn in the 
near future. “Vacation” suspensions 
by manufacturing consumers of iron 
and steel will terminate during the 
current month. The automobile in 
dustry, now at a low rate of activ 
ity, must issue specifications this 
month if there are to be increased 
operations 
in 
September. 
Some 
measure of improvement in motor 
car production is foreshadowed by 
greater activity in the die depart 
ments of plants making automobile 
stampings. There are also indica­ 
tions that the automobile makers 
themselves have underestimated the 
volume of retail demand. Latest re­ 
ports for July show an output of 
221.000 units, and August assemblies 
are now expected to run as high as 
175.000 cars, whereas the general 
forecast only a week ago was 160,- 
000 cars, The shutdown at the Ford 
Rouge plant, it now develops, is by 
no means complete, since 45,000 men 
have been retained in the manufac­ 
turing divisions and will produce 
parts for 100,000 cars before the end 
of September. 
Manufacturers of radios, refriger­ 
ators, radiators and steel barrels and 
drums are beginning to take more 
material and it is only a matter of 
time when the farm equipment in­ 
dustry wall increase 
its specifica­ 
tions. 
The Pittsburgh rail mill has re­ 
sumed operations at a 25 per cent 
rate after a fortnight’s suspension 


'and is unlikely to be forced to shut 
down again this year, since fall buy­ 
ing will soon get under way. The 
Louisville & Nashville is expected to 
take action on its inquirv for 50,- 
000 tons within the next fortnight, 
and the Southern Pacific has come 
into the market 
for 60,000 tons. 
Prospective export orders which may 
be placed with American mills in­ 
clude 15,000 tons for Argentina and 
12.000 tons for South Africa. 
More than 160,000 tons of struc­ 
tural steel will be required for five 
large projects which will soon be 
placed. The bids on one of them, 
the Chicago post office, requiring 
45.000 tons, have just been taken. 
The others 
are a bridge at New 
Orleans, 60,000 tons; a parcel post 
building, New York, 20,000 tons: an 
inland water terminal, New York, 
20.000 tons; and a freight terminal 
and elevated structure in New York 
for the New York Central, 21.500 
tons. 
Steel 
pipe 
bookings have been 
augmented by the placing of 27- 
000 tons of 12 3-4-inch for a 207- 
mile oil line for the Texas Empire 
Pipe Line Co. 
A total of 25,000 tons of plates 
and shapes will be required for six 
ocean vessels on which bids have 
been taken under the provisions of 
the Jones-White Act. Four of them 
are 
for 
the 
American Diamond 
Lines and two for the Barber Line. 
Price developments are also fav­ 
orable so far as finished steel is 
concerned. Wire nails now seem to 
be established at $1.90 a keg, Pitts­ 
burgh, or $2 a ton above the pre­ 
vious price. Sheet and strip prices 
are holding, and plates, shapes and 
bars are steady in most markets. 
Foundry pig iron has declined 25c. 
ton to $16, furnace, in Eastern

A quart bottle of a liquid used 
in thinning the cement, and highly 
inflammable, was also found.

dications were that this material had 
been scattered over the cement. 
Ignites Quickly 
It is said th at when this cement 
and thinner are poured out of the 
containers fumes are generated, and 
that these are quickly set off by a 
match or fire. 
The rooms indica­ 
ted th at they had been filled with 
the fumes when the explosicm in ­ 
curred, as the paper was charred and 
the rooms were blackened. 
Tliere 
were two beds in one room and one 
in another, but the bedclothing did 
not catch fire. 
The fire seemed to 
have been around the woodwork of 
fViA ctiiirix’flv 
In the dining room there was an 
electric iron. 
This iron was sit­ 
ting on a table and w'as attached to 
an electric light above. 
The iron 
was hot when the fii-emen arrived, 
indicating that the electricity had 
been turned on. 
It is believed that 
the man, whose evident intention 
was to fire the house, had turned on 
the electricity, expecting the iron to 
get hot and cause an explosion af­ 
ter he had left the 
house. 
Just 
what did cause the explosion ts not 
known. 
It is surmised th a t the 
man may have struck a match after 
saturating the rooms, not re a lto g 
that the fumes would rise so rapidly. 
Not Killed InstauUy, 
^.The m an does not appear to have 
been killed instantly. 
Indications 
w'ere tliat he must have been in the 
stairway or near the stalrw^ay door 
in the dining room when the explo­ 
sion occurred. This theory is borne 
out by the fact th at the couch on 
w'hich he was found, was not singed. 
While the investigation was in 
progress Chief Lynn picked up $22,10 
on the floor. 
Part of this money 
was found in the dining room. There 
was a $10 Wll in one place, two $5 
bills in another, two $1 bills and 
10 cents In another, all in different 
places. The paper money was sing­ 
ed but held together. 
W hether it 
was blown out of the m an’s pocket, 
or whether he had it in his hand at 
the time of the explosion, is not 
known. Near a front window of the 
living room there was found a bun­ 
dle of men’s clothing, tied with a 
rope. 
The man's cap, light gray, 
was also found near the window. 
It is supposed that following the ex­ 
plosion he ran into the front room, 
approached the window, turned and 
slumped dovm on the sofa. 
Wrong Identification. 
The house in which the Are oc­ 
curred belongs to Dominick Pagley 
of Montgomery avenue. Mr. Pagley 
has a shoe shop on North Mill street. 
Until last spring Dominick lived 
with his father, Louis Pagley, In the 
house. 
His uncle, Harry Pagley, 
also lived with them. 
Last spring 
Dominick got married- and left. Louis 
Pagley went to the old countiy re­ 
cently. Harry Pagley had been liv­ 
ing In the house alone and taking 
care of it for the past month. 
When Dominick Pagley arrived at 
the scene of the fire last night some­ 
one said to him th a t his 
uncle 
Harry 
had 
been 
burned 
alive. 
Dominick locrtied at the body and 
believed it to be th at of his uncle. 
The face was burned black, and the 
features could not be readily dlstin- 


gulshed. Others who saw the body 
believed it to be that of Harry Pag- 
Icy and when the body was taken 
to the Rice morgue it was still be­ 
lieved to be that of Harry Pagley. 
This morning when Coroner Cald­ 
well came down to continue his in­ 
vestigation of the case he stopped 
at the shop of Dominick Pagley, 
who informed him that his uncle, 
Harry, had not been 
burned to 
death, but had crnic to his shop this 
morning. 
While they were talking 
Harry put in an appearance. 
He 
told the fxjroner th at he had been at 
the shop of Dominick about 6 o’clock 
last night. 
Prom there he had 
gone to the home of Jim Petrued 
on the south side. 
Later he had 
gone to the home of Felix Pagley, 
where be had stayed all night. 
Dominick also stated that Harry had 
been at his shop last night. 
Authorities Notified. 
CJoroner Caldw'cll notified Sheriff 
Johnston and County Detective Lee, 
who with the police began work on 
the case. They iMrought Jim Petruc- 
ci to the mayor’s office and ques­ 
tioned him. 
He bore out Pagley’s 
story. Dominick Pagley and Harry 
Pagley were also questioned.

Rochester with the Intention of get­ 
ting the young wcKuan, and bring­ 
ing her here to see if she can identi­ 
fy the dead man. 
The dead man wore a soft, light 
shirt, blue and red tie, tan colored 
suit, black Oxford ^oes. He had a 
white gold watch and wore a ring 
with a ruby setting.

Not Killed Instantly. 


The man does not appear to have 


seen killed instantly. 
Indications 


were tliat he must have been in the 
s airway or near the stairway door 
in the dining room when the explo- 
sion occurred. This theory Is borne 
out by the fact that the couch on 
which he was found, was not singed. 


While the investigation was In 


progress Chief Lynn packed up $22.10 
on the floor. Part of this inoney 
was found In the dining room. There 
was a $10 bill in one place, two $5 
bills In another, two $1 bills and 
10 cents in another, all in different 
places. The paper money was sing- 
ed but held together. 
Whether it 


was blown out of the man's pocket, 
or whether he had It in his hand at 
the time of the explosion, is not 
known. Near a front window of the 
living room there was found a bun- 
dle of men's clothing, tied with a 
rope. 
The man's cap, light gray, 


was also found near the window. 
It is supposed that following the ex- 
plosion he ran into the front room, 
approached the window, turned and 
slumped down on the sofa. 


Wrong Identification. 


The house in which the fire oc- 


curred belongs to Dominick Pagley 
of Montgomery avenue. Mr. Pagley 
has a shoe shop on North Mill street. 
Until last spring Dominick lived 
with his father, Louis Pagley, in the 
house. 
His uncle, Harry Pagley, 


also lived with them. Last spring 
Dominick pot married and left. Louis 
Pagley went to the old country re- 
cently. Harry Pagley had been liv- 
ing In the house alone and taking 
care of it for the past month. 


When Dominick Pagley arrived at 


the scene of the fire last night some- 
one said to him that his uncle 
Tarry 
had 
been 
burned 
alive. 


Eominick looked at the body and 
b?lieved it to be that of his uncle. 
The face was burned black, and the 
features could not be readily distln- 


Pagiey were also questioned 
Both were taken to the morgue, 


but could not identify the body. A 
number of others also failed. There 
were still some shreds of clothing 
on the body and upon tearing them 
off a bank book and a card of a 
Pittsburgh attorney was found. The 
bank book was on the Peoples' Na- 
tional Bank of Rochester, Pa. It was 
made out in the name of Elizabeth 
Spagnola, In trust for Mabel Farina. 
A deposit of $6 had been made on 
It yesterday.

Coroner Caldwell called up the 


bank and learned that a man, an- 
swering the description of the man 
who was burned, had deposited $! 
yesterday. The bank authorities did 
not know him, but they knew Eli- 
zabeth Spagnola and Miss Mabe 
Farina. The latter, they said, Is a 
sister of the former.
